Fulbright Hits Plane Flights, 
ABM. Viet War. Militarism 


GRANVILLE, Ohio (AP) - 
Sen. J. William Fulbright told 
a news conference at Denison 
University Friday night that 
President Richard Nixon had 
no alternative to the action he 
took after a U.S. spy plane was 
shot down by North Korea. 
The dovish chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee said he doubted the use­ 
fulness of putting the unarmed 
plane in the troubled area in the 
first place. 
The Arkansas Democrat made 
the remarks during a news con 
ference following a lecture to 
2,500 students at the university. 
Nixon announced Friday at a 
press conference all U.S. sur 
veillance planes would continue 
operations around the world but 


would be protected. 
The United States, said Ful­ 
bright, was “very restricted” in 
what it could do in retaliation. 
“We have our hands tied al­ 
ready,” he said. 
Earlier he told students that 
spying missions carried out by 
countries was a “game of chess’ 
the military likes to play. 
“Purely as a matter of prud­ 
ence.” said the senator, “I 
would not have sent it (the 
plane) there.” He said the air 
craft was apparently surveilling 
North Korean radar sites. 
Personally, I think this type of 
operation should be minimized,” 
he said. “It’s pretty hard for 
me to take these things (elec­ 
tronic spying) seriously.” 
During his formal talk, Ful­ 


bright blasted the military in­ 
dustrial • complex, the “Safe­ 
guard” anti-ballistic missile sys­ 
tem and “American militarism.

said, have acquired a vested in­ 
terest in the weapons systems 
and are indirectly involved in 
the arms race. 
“It is not an enthusiasm for 
war,” he said, “but simple eco­ 
nomic self interest that has 
drawn millions of workers, their 
labor unions and their elected 
representatives into the military 
industrial complex.”

Ohio Migrant Housing Rules To Be Adopted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Controversial 
new 
proposals 
regulating housing for Ohio’s 
migrant workers are expected 
to be adopted at today’s meet­ 
ing of the Ohio Public Health 
Council. 
The new standards will affect 
up to 35.000 migrant workers 
who stay each summer in some 
900 camps in 35 Ohio counties. 
Officials say as many as 20,'JOO 
migrant workers and their fam­ 
ilies stay in Ohio during the 
peak harvest season of Aug. 20 
to Sept. 20. 
Many Ohio growers of toma­ 
toes, sugar beets, cabbage and 
'’'•cumber" tostPtod at a hearin 
in March that some of the new 
standsrds^jshouId be postponed 


until January. They wanted ex­ 
ceptions m ade tor some other 
standards. 
But the Farm Labor O rganiz­ 
ing Committee (FLOC), which 
represents most of the m igrant 
workers, says the .standards do 
not go far enough.

Sauerkraut, cheese, pickles, 
sausage, yogurt, cultured butter 
and buttermilk, salami — all 
of these foods have two things 
in common: they are all good 
to eat and they all got that 
way because of bacteria, which 
proves that not all bacteria are 
bad. 
Before food was preserved by 
refrigeration, 
and before the 
canning process was developed, 
men learned to ferment shred­ 
ded cabbage to sauerkraut, milk 
to yogurt, milk curd to cheese, 
cucumbers to pickles, and wine 
to vinegar. 
The cheese industry depends 
on 
the 
a c t i v i t y 
of 
various 
bacteria 
in 
the 
production of its products. In 
the ripening or aging of cheese, 
the bacteria bring about those 
changes which impart to the 
finished product its particular 
flavor and aroma. 
Bacteria are also resDonsible 
1 for 
cultured 
buttermilk 
aud 
cultured butter — butter made 
from cultured cream instead of 
sweet cream. 
In meats, too. bacteria play 
a vital part. The ‘‘tang” so 
characteristic of many of the 
varieties of dry sausage (Genoa 
salami, 
thuringer, 
Lebanon 
bologna) is derived as a direct 
result of bacterial growth. 
Because certain species of 
bacteria are capable of con­ 
verting sugar into various acids 
— primarily lactic acid —- 
some sausage is made by ad­ 
ding to 
it a commercially 
available 
starter 
culture 
of 
bacteria to assure fermentation. 
The sausage is then placed in 
a warm room and the bacteria 
grow’. 
Fermentation is com­ 
pleted in a drying room. 
Man’s greatest benefit from 
bacteria is in the land. Any- soil 
w’hich is suited to the producion 
of agricultural crops is the 
home 
of 
innumerable 
living 


organisms. 
Every 
ounce 
of 
fertile soil normally contains 
more living organisms than the 
human population of the entire 
acre of soil. 
It is these bacteria, along with 
other 
microorganisms, 
which 
help decompose dead cells and 
other 
organic 
matter, 
which 
release 
m i n e r a l 
nutrients 
and make it poss;ble for green 
plants to live in the soil. The 
green plants in turn serve as 
food for animal and human life. 
And from the green plants and 
the 
animal 
life 
come 
the 
sauerkraut, 
cheese, 
pickles, 
sausage, 
yogurt, 
buttermilk, 
salami and all those other good 
things to eat.

The first spray treatment for 
alfalfa weevil preventive control 
should now’ be made. 
The prevention program is 
based on new research. This 
research 
has 
shown 
that 
damage from the alfalfa weevil 
can be prevented by applying 
insecticidal sprays to kill adults 
before they lay their eggs. 
This program requires that 
two sprays be used. The first 
spray is applied when the adults 
are just beginning to lay eggs, 
and the second about 25 to 30 
days 
later, 
regardless 
of 
whether or not weevils or weev­ 
il damage is seen. 
The second spray is essential 
because adult flight activity fol­ 
lowing 
the 
first 
application 
leads to adult repopulation of 
the treated fields. These adults 
and any larvae that have hatch­ 
ed must be killed before they 
can lay their eggs. 
« • • 
FOLLOWING the second ap­ 
plication, the tendency toward 
repopulation diminishes 
with 
with time because flight activi­ 
ty slows, and old adults arc dy­ 
ing rapidly. 


If some repopulation and lim­ 
ited egg laying occur, thert is 
not enough time before normal 
harvest to allow a damaging 
population to develop. General­ 
ly, a stubble spray is not neces­ 
sary if this program is careful­ 
ly followed. 
Avoid all spray applications 
when the air temoerature is be­ 
low 40 degrees. Spray when the 
temperature 
is 
expected 
to 
reach 50 degrees or higher. The 
warmer the better, but don’t 
wait too long. 
Spraying can be done at night 
as long as the air temperature 
is 50 degrees or higher, when 
leaves of the plants are not wet 
to the point of run-off, and you 
can see where you nave spray­ 
ed. 
Treatment in this area should 
start as soon as first larvae ap­ 
pear, and continue until 
all 
fields on the farm are treated.

SOYBEANS 
Does fertilizer pay? 


It is usually com that gets the fertilizer in 
the com belt. But corn doesn't always use 
up all the fertilizer applied. So some of it 
may carry over for the next crop. This is 
often soybeans. If a high level of fertility 
is carried over for soybeans, all is well and 
good. Don’t fertilize. 
But what if soybeans fol low when t which 
usually isn’t heavily fertilized? Or what if 
fertility carryover from coi n is low? Or 
what if the soil has been “mined”? Then 
soybean yields will suffer. And extra fer­ 
tilizer for soybeans will pay, sometimes 
boosting yields as much as 15 bushels an 
acre. 
TEST SOIL 
Soil tests are needed before you can tell if 
fertilizer will pay on soybeans, lf the soil 
tests low inP or K, thenapplying phosphate 
and potash is a good yield-booster. Dollar- 
return from phosphate and potash fertili­ 


zer is just as high on soybeans as on com. 
Lime pays too, when soil tests indicate a 
low pH. 
To produce a 50-bushel yield, soybeans 
will pull OO pounds of P2O5 and IOO pounds 
of KuO per a»*re oui of the* soil. 


NITROGEN NOT NEEDED 
Nitrogen fertilizer is usually not needed 
on soybeans to achieve yields up to 50 
bushels per acre, which is a mighty good 
yield. Most farmers aren’t aiming foryields 
above 50 bushels at this time. But don’t 
be surprised if some farmers soon set their 
sights on 60 and 70 bushel yields. A farmer 
by the name of Harry Pick recently topped 
93 bushels per acre on 3 acres to win a 
national contest. 
One thing is for sure. He wasn’t caught 
with his fertility down.

deserved. The University of Denver 
College of Law has released the results 
of a nationwide survey which should 
do much to set the record straight on 
the over-65 driver. 
The study — by far the most ex ­ 
tensive yet made — ex amined the 
records of all the driving population 
of 
30 
states 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia. In the 31 jurisdictions sur­ 
veyed, senior drivers averaged 37 per 
cent fewer accidents than if their 
proportion of accidents were in ex act 
ratio to their segment of 
the driving 
population. 
Over-65 drivers represented 7.4 per 
cent of all drivers surveyed, but they 
were involved in only 4.9 per cent of 


all 
accidents in 
those 
31 
political 
divisions. 
Studying fatal accident involvement, 
senior drivers figured in 7 per cent 
fewer 
such 
accidents 
than 
their 
proportion of the driving public, and 
their involvment in injury-producing 
accidents was 40 per cent lower. 
The supposition is that the fatal in­ 
volvement ratio would have been far 
lower ex cept that older persons do not 
survive serious injuries as well as the 
more youthful. 
By any yardstick , the results of the 
study disprove any reason for prejudice 
against older drivers as a whole. Even 
so, it will not be easy to erase years 
of suspicion and ignorance, even with 
facts which clearly indicate it just isn t 
so.

The study — by far the most ex­ 
tensive yet made — examined the 
records of all the driving population 
of 30 
states 
and

Columbia. In the 31 jurisdictions sur­ 
veyed, senior drivers averaged 37 per 
cent fewer accidents than if their 
proportion of accidents were in exact 
ratio to their segment of the driving 
population. 
Over-65 drivers represented 7.4 per 
cent of all drivers surveyed, but they 
were involved in only 4.9 per cent of 


all accidents in those 31 
political 
divisions. 
Studying fatal accident involvement, 
senior drivers figured in 7 per cent 
fewer 
such 
accidents 
than 
their 
proportion of the driving public, and 
their involvment in injury-producing 
accidents was 40 per cent lower. 
The supposition is that the fatal in­ 
volvement ratio would have been far 
lower except that older persons do not 
survive serious injuries as well as the 
more youthful. 
By any yardstick, the results of the 
study disprove any reason for prejudice 
against older drivers as a whole. Even 
so, it will not be easy to erase years 
of suspicion and ignorance, even with 
facts which clearly indicate it just isn’t 
so.
